Frequent Discussions on 
Floor of Coincident Acts 
of Armament Conference 
Are Foreseen. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Washington, December 4.—The six- 
ty-seventh congress will convene for 
its second session at noon tomorrow. 
After a ten-day rest from the labors 
of the extra session, house and senate 
return to the capitol to face tasks 
which leaders predict will occupy prob- 
ably seven months, dovetailing into the 
next congressional campaign. Nearly 
a dozen questions of legislative policy 
confront the members while scores of 
lesser matters, long pent‘up in the 
crowded calendar ‘of business, will be 
pressed for action by their sponsors. 
President Harding plans to give his 
message to the new session Tuesday. 
New and added prominence promises 
to be given it, from the fact that prob- 
ably for the first time in American 
history the message to congress wil] 
be delivered in the presence of mem-

: Armament Views. - 

Any action by the ‘conference on 
naval or army ‘reduetion: is. regarded 
as certain to be reflected in appropria- 
tion. bills for those services, and. lead- 
ers say there-probably will be fre- 
quent outbreaks of discussion on the 
floor concernigg the arms conference 
and its Goings, 

It appears highly probable that no 
consideration would be given the 
naval supply bill until some ind.ea- | 
tion is had of probable results of the 
conference while that dealing with 
army funds is slated for late study 
because it may also be affected. 

Panama canal tolls and funding of 
the allied debt are two other measures 
which appear to be linked up with 
the arms conference in so far as de 
bate is concerned. Some leaders in- 
sisted the tolls bill would remain in 
committee until an agreement is 
reached by the conference. | 

| To Use Budget. 

The impending congress is the first 
to deal with the government’s expen- 
ditures in budget form. The house 
and its appropriations committee will 
tuke up the combined supp?f bill with 
the expectation, according to Chair- 
man Madden, of the appropriatiuns 
committee, of having all of its items 
to the senate by Apjril 5, the earliest 
date, he said, this had ever been ac- 
complished. 

Mr. Harding is expected to deal in 

his message with the pre-eminent ques- 
tion before congress—the tariff—and 
also may discuss the requirements of 
the merchant marine and the funding 
of the allied debt. With respect to 
the allied debt bill, the president’s 
stand urging immediate and favorable 
action is already well known. 
- Inquiries into the railroad and agri- 
cultural problems have been progres- 
ging for several months but neither 
can be expected, according to leaders, 
to take concrete legislative form for 
several months. The joint congres- 
sional commission of agricultural in- 
quiry does not expect to have its data 
together before another month while

New York, December 4.—In a sim- 
ple service, half religious, half milita- 
ry, more than a thousand persens to- 
night paid tribtue to the memory of 
Lieutenant Colonel Charles A. 
Whittlesey, commander of the famous 
“lost battalion” of the Argonne, who 
disappeared from a vessel bound for 
Havana a week ago today.

Washington, Decem@r 4.—The 

arms conference is in recess until 

Wednesday, but for most of the dele- 

gates there is no rest from the in- 

creasingly prominent “informal con- 
sultations” in which individuals and 

small groups. exchange views on im- 

portant phases of the negotiations. 

For the present these interviews 
are concerned chiefly with collateral 
elements of the situation, while prog- 
ress on the all-important subject of 
naval ratio awaits further word from 
Tokio. The Far Eastern discussions 
are to be ‘resumed at a meeting of 
the committee of the whole on Wed- 
nesday, but it may be late in the 
week before the Japanese have re- 
ceived instructions from their govern- 
ment warranting a-further step in the 
naval exchanges. 

Like the deliberations of the lesser 
groups the. actual state of affairs 
in regard to the naval ration remains 
secret, with the result that in its 
present phase most of the happenings 
of the conference must remain a mys-. 
tery to the public. Even the dele- 
gates of some of the nations repre- 
sented here are ignorant of what 
is in the minds of the naval “big 
three”—Hughes, Balfour and Kato— 
who are described as regarding it as 
a “matter of honor,” not to divulge 
what happened at their two-hour con- 
ference on Friday night. 

Not Formal Body, 

Since,the “big three” is not a regu- 
larly constituted subcommittee of the 


conference, its discussions are not 
dealt with as “formal” negotiations

CHARGES OF ‘FRAME-UP’ 
MADE BY COUNCILMAN

Charging that the meeting of the 
Carpenter probe committee Friday 
afternoon was a “frame-up” to get 
favorable publicity for Alderman J. L. 
Carpenter and Attorney W. Paul Car- 
penter, his son, Councilman R. A. 
Gordon declared Sunday that if the 
chairman fails to do so he will in- 
troduce in city council this after- 
noon a resolution asking that the 
probers be given a stenographer, an 
attorney and more authority to carry 
the investigation to the limit, in or- 
der that the public may know the 
full’ truth. 

He branded reports tht he was seek- 
ing a compromise as totally false. 
“I’m going to fight to the finish,” 
he asserted. “The Carpenters have 
resorted .to. counter charges against 
the mayor and myself as a method 
to shield themselyes from further in- 
vestigation. ra, 
~ “I’ve done nothing to be ashamed 
of. If I were guilty I’d say to the 
committee: ‘Give mé: hel’ If the 
Carpenters are guilty the people ought 
to know it. If they are not they 
ought to be exonerated. . 


Told of Meeting. 

“About an hour before the meet- 
ing Friday,” continued Mr. Gordon, 
“Councilman Woodall told me there 
was going to be a meeting of the 
committee at 4 o’clock. I réplied that 
I was on another committee which 
was about to go into session, but 
that I would bé there. 

“To show you how ugly they were, 
while I was in this meeting they 
served me with a subpoena. Neither 
the mayor nor I had understood that 
there would be another probe session 
before the council meeting Monday 
and neither of-as were prepared.

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Slayer of N. L. Post Makes 


Did Not Suspect Motive of Men, She Says 
First Detailed Statement

Mrs. T. E. Williams, held in the 
Fulton county tower as the slayer of 
N. L. Post, railroad engineer, yester- 
day made the first complete statement 
of events leading up to the tragedy of 
the night of November 23. 

She made her statement at the in- 
stance of her attorney, Len B. Guil- 
lebeau, and accounted coherently for 
every minute of her time from her 
meeting with Post in the afternoon 
until she sent the telephone message 
to the police that she had taken his 
life. 

Her husband, his hair gray and his 
face shadowed by an awful sadness, 
sat by her side as she unfolded her 
story. It was a gripping one and was 
graphically told. Generally it was 
told without emotion and with an in- 
finite regard for detail. Only when 
she reached those incidents that led 
directly to the shooting did she lose 
her poise. | 

Eyes Filled With Tears. 

Then tears streamed from her eyes. 
Her form shook with sobs, The hus- 
band sat by, tremendously moved, but 
unable to do more than give her com- 
fort and his assurance of faith in her 
by softly patting her hand. 

Her account of the course of events 
tells that she was practically en- 
trapped into the automobile and that 
not until the minute that the men un- 
masked themselves and their true pur- 
pose was revealed did she even faintly 
realize that she had even committed 
an indiscretion. After that, she de- 
clares, terror, not only for herself, but 
for the young girl who was her com- 
panion, forced her to remain in the 
men’s company until a physical as- 
sault made it imperative for her te 
shoot and shoot to kill. 

Before Mrs. Williams made _ her 
statement, Attorney  Guillebeau 
brought out the fact that his investi- 
, gation of the court*Pecords of Spalde! 
ing county, where Mrs. Williams was 
divorced by her first husband, Melvin 
York, failed to substantiate charges 
that this divorce had been obtained on 
grounds of adultery. “ 

“On the other hand,” said Mr. Gil- 


lebeau, “‘these records show that the 
only ground for divorce mentioned 
was the blanket ground of cruel 
treatment, with the specification that 
this consisted of Mrs. Williams hav- 
ing repeatedly absented herself from 
her husband’s home without account- 
ing to him. In this connection, I 
have found that these absences fol- 
lowed family rows which made it 
practically imperative for her to leave. 
The divorce was amicably arranged. 
She was served by pvwblication and 
never uppeared in court. Her dis- 
abilities were completely removed, 
proof enough that adultery was not 
charged. 
Former Husband to Aid. 

“As far as the charge that she is 
estranged from her children is con- 
cerned?” gr a the attorney, “she 
visited them almost daily and they 
frequently spent week-ends witb her. 
In fact since this trouble has come 
into her life, her.former husband has 
offered to come to her assistance in 
any “— possible,”’ : 

Mr. Guillebeau then began ques- 
tioning Mrs. Williams as to the 
events that led up to the tragedy. 
Here is her narrative: 

“I left my home on Ormond street 
about 1 o’clock that day to go down 
town to do some shopping with Mrs. 
Alma Harvey. We first went to the 
Fourth National bank, where I went 
to cash a check for $77 paid me 
by an insurance company for the 
theft of some accessories from my 
car. Mrs. Harvey waited for me in 
the Peachtree street, lobby of the 
bank building. An indorsement had 
been left off the check and I had 
to go to the insurance office in the 
Hurt building to get this corrected. 
This done, I went to Rich’s, made 
some purchases and returned to the 
Fourth National bank. 

“Mrs. Harvey had left in the mean- 
time, but I decided to wait for her 
right there. While waiting, with 
two large bundles in my arms, Mr. 
Post drove up in a car. 

“I had known him slightly two 
years before. At that time I was 
not married. He remarked that he 
hadn’t seen me in a couple of years 
and we chatted generally. During 
-the conversation I told him that I 
had married again. ‘Are you happy? 
he asked. ‘I am foolishly happy,’ 
I replied. ‘Well, that’s fine,’ he 
said. 

“During our conversation ‘I men- 
tioned to him that I had been wait- 
ing there for a friend, but that I had 
about given her up and was planning 
to-go -home. ‘Where’do you live?’ he 
asked. I gave him the number on 
Ormond street. He told me he had 
an engagement to go out on Georgia 
avenue and said he would be delight- 
ed to take me home. [| gladly con- 
sented. I have frequently had rides 
home in the cars of acquaintances. I 
saw nothng wrong in it this time. 


Came In to Telephone, 
“On: my way home, I told him of 
how I had become separated from Mrs. 
Harvey downtown, and remarked that 
I would try to get her over telephone 
when I reached my house. He told 
me that he would have to do some 
‘+Jephoning, and asked if he could 
Fy mine. I consented, ‘and when I 
got bene I communicated with Mrs. 
Harvey’s mother and told her to have 
Mrs. Harvey await me at their home 
if she should come in. 

“Mr, Post then used the telephone 
and talked to hie wife, I could hear 
the conversation distinctly. Mrs. Post 
seemed to grow very angry when her 
husband told her that he would come 
home, but must leave again by 7:30

| 
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o’clock that night. I heard her say. 
‘If you can’t stay at home when you 
come, you needn’t come at all.’ He 
seemed frightfully abashed and simply 
hung up the receiver. 

“When we had finished our phon- 
ing he offered to drive me to Mrs. 
Harvey’s residence, 60 Garnett street. 
I wanted to get there quickly, and, of 
eourse, consented. 

“On our way downtown, he spoke 
again of his appointment on Georgia 
avenue. ‘I’ll just drop by there and 
get a package on my way down,’ he 
suggested. Of course, I complied. 

Was Invited Into House. 

“When we reached the Georgia ave- 
nue address, Mr. Curtis came out and 
met us. He seemed of good appear- 
ance, and insisted that we come in. 
‘We've just started housekeeping,’ he 


explained, ‘and I think we have a 


mighty pretty apartment. I want you 


to see it.’ 

“Tl saw no harm in that. People 
who have just started housekeeping 
usually feel complimented when you 
look at their home. After we had en- 
tered, Mr. Curtis explained that his 
wife was away, but showed me, with 
great enthusiasm, pictures of his wife 
and baby. I had never seen him be- 
fore, but he seemed affable and polite, 
and I let him show me through the 


house. 

“When we reached the kitchen, Mr. 
Post asked him, ‘Did you get the stuff 
I asked you about?’ ; 

“ ‘You bet I did,’ replied Curtis, and 
he then displayed more whisky than 
I’ve ever seen in my life. There was 
a gallon jug half full, a quart bottle 
full, another quart bottle partly filled, 
and a large bottle filled with rye 
whisky. He explained that the last 
bottle belonged to his wife. . 

Insisted on Taking Drink. 

“Both men took drinks and asked 
me if I wotild join’ them. I declined. 

don’t care for whisky and, besides, 
it invariably makes me sick of, the 
few oecasions I have taken any, I 
told them this, but they put a very 
small amount of whisky in a glass 
with an egg, pepper, salt and vinegar, 
and I drank it, just to keep from any 
discussion. - 

“There was a third man in the 
house, a battery salesman, with whom 
{ talked mostly, and he got in the 
ear with Curtis, Post and myself, say- 
ing that he had an engagement at the 
Kimball house. 

“‘*We'll drive by there before we 
drop you off, said Mr. Post. The 
idea didn’t appeal to me particularly, 
but I was good-natured and consented. 
When we reached the Kimball, this 
battery salesman, whose name I’ve 
forgotten, left us. 

“T thought then that we would drive 
straight to Mrs, Harvey’s, but once 
more Post delayed. He said he want- 
ed to stop just a few minutes at the 
Terminal station. I thought that cer- 
tainly this would be the last delay, and 
consented. The car stoped in the 
Terminal plaza and Mr. Post went to 
the station. In about five minutes he 
came out with Mr. Bell, who was in- 
troduced to me. Before we left, Bell 
and Post were in conversation to the 
effect that they had an engagement at 
8 o’colck that night. 

“He got in the car and then we 
started at last for Mrs. Harvey’s. On 
the way there, Mr. Post suggested that 
he would gladly drive Mrs. Harvey 
and myself to my house. I told him 
that I would probably have to wait on 
her and not to.trouble himself. He was 
insistent that it would be no trouble, 
but I was equally insistent that we 
could take a street car. He told me 
that he would wait awhile-on us, but I 
remember distinctly telling him that it 
was not necessary, and even went 80 
far as to tell Mr. Post and Mr. Cur- 
tis good bye formally and expressed 
the hope that I would see them again. 

Car Was Waiting. 

“Mrs. Harvey was dressing when I 
went in, but finished her toilette in 
a few minutes, and when we came out 
the car was still waiting. Mr. Post 
renewed his invitation to ride us home, 
particularly as it was on the way to 
Curtis’ place, and we finally got in 
the car. 

“When the car was started, he re- 
marked that he had to go by the Ter- 
minal station to pick up Mr. Bell: 
didn’t like this a bit, but we were in 
the car then and I couldn’t object. At 
the Terminal, Mr, Bell came out, this 
time with a package. He got in the 
car and we started out home. 

“My first misgivings came when 
Post turned the car out Whitehall in- 
stead of taking Pryor street, which 
is the quickest and best way to my 
home. told him that, but he passed 
the objection off lightly. The first 
thing I knew we were on Georgia 
avenue, but had passed the Curtis 
house, when Curtis asked Post to stop. 
He did so, pulling the car up in front 
of the home of one of Curtis’ neigh- 
bors. Curtis remarked that his neigh- 
bor did, not like cars to stop in front 
of his place.

FOLLOWING AFFRAY 
WITH NIGHTRIDERS 


Corpse Found by Road- 
side, With Shotgun 
Wound in Lung, Near 
Girard, Ala. 


YOUNG BOY HAD SHOT 
DEFENDING GRANDDAD 


Nightriders Flog Aged 
Man and Grandson, Him- 
self Wounded, Used the 
Shotgun in Defense. 


Columbus, Ga., December 4.—With 
a shotgun wound in his right lung, 
the body of Stanley Greene early this 
morning was found a short distance 
from Girard, Ala. Almost simulta- 
neously it was learned here that a 
party of nightriders last night severely 
flogged M. C. White, 65, in Alabama, 
13 miles from this city, and that Emory 
Wilkinson, his 14-year-old grandson, 
had been shot twice in defending the 
man, and had, in turn, shot one of 
the attackers. 

When Greene's body was found by 
a small negro, an empty pistol holster 
was strapped around his waist, any 
he was bareheaded. His wife mad 
the statement that he had left h 
last night to attend to “some busi- 
ness,” and was supposed to have re- 
turned within two hours, but failed 
to appear. 

Girard citizens visiting the scene 
where Greene’s body was found ex- 
pressed the opinion that the man had 
been killed elsewhere and his body 
thrown by the roadside. A coroner’s 
jury is making an investigation of the 
killing. 

Young Wilkinson is said to have 
pleaded with the nightriders not to 
injure his grandfather and was shot 
in both legs, while speaking. He threw 
the shotgun he held in his hands to 
his shoulder @ad fired twice at one of 
his assailants, he told Columbus phy- 
sicians who attended hjm, and was 
certain at least one of the charges had 
taken effect. 

Both he and his grandfather are 
in serious condition, physicians as- 
serted. The aged man stated that he 
could give no reason for the attack 
made upon him by the nightriders, 
most of whom were said to have been 
masked. Greene was a car inspector 
in the Central of Georgia railroad 
yards here.

FARMER KILLED 
BY U.S. MARINE 
ON MAIL TRAIN 


Shreveport, La., Decemebr 4.—Wy- 
lie Clark, a farmer, was shot and killed 
by a marine guard today while a Kan- 
sas City Southern passenger train 
was standing at Blanchard, Caddo 
parish, shortly before noon. 

A warrant for T. A. Willis, said to 
be the marine who shot Clark, was is- 
sued after the death of the farmer in 
a hospital.

There were two jurors who voted 
for conviction, according to Fritze. 
His statement follows: 

“T make this statement as a duty 
to the public. , : 

“There was a tacit understanding 
that the members of the jury would 
not make individual statements.

Would Not Argue. 

“The ten members of the jury who 
voted on the last ballot for acquittal 
felt that they voted on the evidence— 
fully considering it all. One of the 
two minority refused to consider the 
evidence from the beginning and said 
at the opening of the proceedings that 
she would cast her ballot and would 
not change it until hell froze over. 
The other was fluctuating, sometimes 
casting a blank ballot—sometimes vot- 
ing for the defense and sometimes vor 
‘ing for the prosecution.

Attempt Fails. 

The proposal that the king might 
be recognized as the head of a Brit- 
ish federation of free states, but not 
as a king of Ireland, was objected to 
by the British ministers.

Washington, December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The foreign loans refunding 
bill of Senator Penrose, conferring 
authority upon the _ secretary of 
treasury to extend time on both prin- 
cipal and interest of these specific 
debts, and Fordney’s bill creating a 
commission authorized to refund or 
convert these obligations, are the cen- 
ter of interest as the date for the next 
session of congress approaches. 

Senator Penrose’s measure was re- 
ported from committee August 20. 


Senator La Follette submitted a mi- 
nority report. Representatice Ford- 
ney’s bill already has been passed by 
the house and, on October 25, it was 
referred by the senate to the comittee 
on finance.

ToWomen inLaw

Washington, December 4. — (By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The na- 
tion-wide campaign of the National 
Woman’s party for “equal rights” 
legislation has scored its second vic- 
tory. 

‘rhe special session of the Louisiana 
legislature, fullowing a campaign by 
the National Woman’s party, begin- 
ning with the convening of the session 
last August, has passed legislation 
admitting women to publie office on 
the same basis as men, and repealing 
nine specific legal and political dis- 
criminations against women. 

Louisiana is the second state to 
take action to remove the legal disa- 
bilities of women under the woman's 
party campaign, Wisconsin having 
passed last spring the woman’s party 
blanket “bill of rights,” wiping out 
all such discrimination. Fhe fight 
will be carried vigorously into Geor- 
gia before the legislature next June. 

Official copies of the Louisiana bill 
passed were received at the woman’s 
party headquarters today from _ the 
Louisiana state legislative bureau, 
with a report of the present situation 
from Mrs. A. M. Wilkinson, Louisiana 
state chairman ofthe party. 

Mrs. Wilkinson, who will arrive 
in Washington tomorrow to confer 
with Louisiana senators and repre- 
sentatives of the “equal _ rights” 


‘}amendment to be introduced by the 


woman’s party at the regular session 
of congress in December, has forward- 
ed the following comments on the 
Louisiana campaign: 

“Women have won unexpectedly 
great advances, as the result of a 
determined and vigorous campaign. 
Louisiana has taken the leadership 
for the south in this great campaign 
for woman’s equality, but Louisiana 
still discriminates against her women 
in regard to property rights, guard- 
ianship of children, jury service and 
in other respects.

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/unpleasantness as a similar offensive 
against one’s landlord would be, and 
is not as justifiable, according to. the 
judge’s astounding-interpretation. 

That the average umpire cannot see 
‘anything, as any fan can tell you, the 
judge does not attempt to deny. He 
simply says that Mr. Brennan and 
his playmates ‘“‘call it as they see it,” 
and lets it go at that. The judge has 
sometimes been accused of being 
unique in his viewpoint, as when he 
fined the Standard O31 company $29.- 
000.000, and now legally establishing 
umpires as human beings. 

The case came up . when Umpire 
William Guthrie. of the Western 
league, wallops:a fan who, in rightful 
indignation, had bounced a bottle off 
his dial in a game at Tulsa, Okla., 
last summer. Guthrie had made a 
decision’ at third base which every 
Tulsa fan could see was a deliberate 
attempt to beat the home lads. 

Shower of Bottles. 

There was the usual shower of bot- 
tles, bricks. cushions and other ob- 
jects hurled in Guthrie‘s direction as 


bean evidence, as has been the custom 
jes - since time immemorial, of disapproval. 


One of the bottles hit the umpire’s 
skull so solidly that the echo could 


be heard, it is reported, over in the 
next county. 

While friends of the lucky fan were 
congratulating him, Guthrie, showing 
truculance beyond understanding, 
spotted him and, after the game, ac- 
tually slugged him. There was great 
indignation among the fans, and 
Guthrie was suspended. 

“In dealing with the matter,” says 
Landis, “is is to be borne in mind 
that the umpire engaged in. an alter- 
cation. with the man who he thought 
had struck him, after. le had been as- 
sailed with missiles in another part 
of the field, all as a penalty for mak- 
ing righteous decision. 

“Having in mind that umpires be- 
long to the human family (mark 
this); that they‘call it as they see 
it,’ and that too frequently, as in this 
case, they are made the victims of out- 
rageous verbal and physical assault 
for honest discharge of their duties 
(laughter), it is not strange that once 
in a while an umpire fights back.” 

With this viewpoint, the fans can- 
not even imagine what may be the 
decision in the anxiously awaited 
Babe Ruth case. The judge has got 
his decision locked up in his safe, and 
will give it out when he gets good 
and ready. He was on the point of 
releasing it one day fast week, but 
newspapers announced that he would 
do so without his consent, and just 
for that the decision remained in the 
safe.

HOW TO MARKET CORN. 

Much is being said these days 
about the lack of marketing facili- 
ties available to the farmers of 
Georgia through which to dispose 
of the unprecedented volume of 
corn, hay, potatoes, peanut and 
other food crops produced this 
year. 

It is pointed out by sympathetic 
commentators on every hand that 
Georgia farmers this year heeded 
the advice of diversification en- 
thusiasts to such an extent that 
they produced approximately 90,- 
000,000 bushels of corn—more than 
ever before produced in this state 
in a single year—and that this 
{mmense amount of grain consti- 
tutes “a white elephant” on the 
hands of the farmers for the want 
of a market. 

The growers do not know what 
to do with it, for the prices at 
which it can be sold on a glutted 
market are insufficient to cover 
the cost of production. 

This, in substance, is the prob- 
lem confronting the feed crop 

. ° farmers, and all sorts of “solu- 

, tions” have been suggested by 

_~ ‘Well-meaning theorists; such, for 

instance, as the establishment of 
‘marketing associations, ware- 
houses, systematized grading, 
packing, etc. 

The best, most profitable and in 
all respects the most advanta- 
geous way for the farmers of 
Georgia to use their corn and to 
reaize “top prices” for it is to feed 
it to live stock and sell it on the 

- hoot. 
- .. A-prominent authority on Geor- 
‘» gia rural marketing conditions re- 
_ centy made this statement: 
. “There is @ lot of talk right now 
' « @bdout the necessity of doing some- 
-, thing to turn the ninety million 
bushels of corn into cash. That's all 
bunk and rot. That ninety million 
bushels of corn, assuming that much 
has been made, is needed on Geor- 
gia farms to carry our present 
- work stock and hogs and other 
eeegemestic animals, and broadly 
*) ‘gpeaking not a bushel of ft ought 
| to leave the farm which produced 
it except possibly in the form of 
hogs and steers going to market 
on foot. The same thing is true 
of the tens of thousands of tons of 
hay, forage and  miscelleanous 
crops that are largely going to 
‘waste each year, because of lack 
of meat animals or dairy animals 
to consume it. The packing plants 
of Georgia are begging for Geor- 
* gia produced hogs and cattle of 
- the right kind, and the White Pro- 
s ‘vision Co.. of Atlanta, last year 
‘was able to get only about 40 per 
cent of its hogs of Georgia growth 
while other packing plants in the 
‘state are shut down or are running 
on exceedingly short time. Mr. 
McDowell, manager of the Swift 
plant at Mouitrie, was quoted as 
saying recently that a million 
- poutfds a day of fresh meat were 
» coming into Georgia from outside. 
* The Lord only knows how much 
_.. the poultry and poultry product im- 
>. portations from Tennessee and 
’” Kentucky are into Georgia, and a 
- portion of Atlanta’s milk supply at 
_ Present comes from Selma, Ala., 
- about 175 miles or more. Absolutely 
drain loads of Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin putter roll into Atlanta every 
» “year, every pound of which should 
be and is capable of being produced 
on Georgia farms.” |

. at the same time, adding to the

» “erally, to say nothing of the gov- 
“Lerrment, shoud see to it that he 
js provided with the necessary fi- 
ncial facilities whereby to ac- 
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quire a sufficient number of ani- 
mals to consume every pound of 
feed he produces. 

Undoubtedly there are many 
farmers in Georgia today who 
have corn and hay, but not enough 
live stock through which to dis- 
pose of it at a profit, and no 
money nor credit with which to 
acquire the animals he needs. 

At the same time the vaults of 
the government are almost burst- 
ing with gold. 

This is an incongruous situation. 

Some sort of a system should 
be adopted whereby the farmer 
who produces feedstuffs, regard- 
less of his lack of actual money, 
would be able to provide himself 
with live stock to consume it. 

Corn is potential pork—a neces- 
sary commodity of stable and de- 
pendable value—the same as cot- 
ton is potential cloth. 

And the farmer who has corn 
should be able to borrow money 
on it just the same, and with as 
much ease, as though he owned 
cotton instead of corn. 

Once that becomes possible, the 
problem of finding a market for 
the feedstuffs produced in Georgia 
will quickly and automatically 
solve itself. 

Business interests should co- 
operate with the farmers to the 
end that such facilities may be 
provided.

Even the old Grouch Man, at 
that.time, beholding the happiness 
of rs—or at least, the will to 
be happy—tells all the little trou- 
bles he has gathered ‘round him, 
to “run and play!” 

And away they scamper, and if 
they come back at all, they are 
holding hands with the happy chil- 
dren, in the light of love and joy. 

So, as the Grouch Man has no 
familiar place in the blest and 
brightening Christmas days, he 
gets out of the growling groove 
and looks on the brighter side.

Washington, December +4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. Julian B. Salley, of Ai- 
ken, S. C., director of the third region 
for the National League of Women 
Voters, stopped in Washington a day 
or two ago en route to her bome from 
Chicago, where she has been attend- 
ing an executive board meeting of the 
national league. 

Mrs. Salley hopes the governor of 
South Carolina will accept the terms 
of the Sheppard-Towner act, which 
President Harding signed November 
23. This will make the state eligible 
to receive the initial $10,000 pro- 
vided for each state accepting the 
act, should the federal appropriation 
be made before the South Carolina 
state legislature convenes in January, 
1922, and takes legislative action. Ae- 
cording to the act, if the legislature of 
any state has not passed legislation 
accepting the provisions of this act, 
the governor of such state may do an 
and designate or create a state agency 
to co-operate with the children’s bu- 
reau until six months after the ad. 
yournment of the first regular session 
of the legislature. 

“We want to begin work for ma- 
ternity and infancy welfare in South 
Carolina without delay,” said Mrs. 
Salley. “Our women: are delighted 
that the bill has been enacted. The 
vote of the South Carolina delegation 
is the most remarkable I have ever 
seen, Never before has our South 
Carolina delegation voted as favora- 
bly as this on any amendment in 
which women have been interested, 
and it convinces me thoroughly that 
they at least believe women ‘have ar- 
rived.’ ” 

Women of the south, according to 
Mrs. Salley, are plamning to send a 
big delegation to the Pan-American 
eonference of women in Baltimure 
next April. The women feel that the 
Pan-American conference, following 
no closely the limitation of armament 
eonference called by President Hard- 
ing, will be particularly effective in 
cementing friendly relations with oth- 
er countries of the Americas through 
women. “Wherever I have gone I 
have found women’s interest “‘ocussed 
on Washington and the limitation of 
armaments conference, and an almost 
universal belief that there will be 
real accomplishment toward an end to 
war,” said Mrs. Salley. Mrs. Salley, 
who left Washington this evening, will 
stop in Columbia for a conference 
with Governor Cooper. Included in 
her regional district are Virginia, 
District of Columbia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Louisiana, 
Alabama, Georgia. Florida and Mis- 
sissippi.

Prevalence of Infantile Paralysis. 

In the first two weeks of Octuber, 
1921, sporadic cases of acute poiio- 
myelitis (infantile paralysis)  oc- 
curred in more than 2v states, accord- 
ing to reports of the health officers. 
‘he disease seems to be almost en- 
demic, that is, constantiy present in 
widely scattered places, lke smali- 
pox and diphtheria. We assume it 
is a communicable disease, though the 
virus or germ responsible has not 
been positively identified, and from 
clinieal observation and certain ani- 
imal experiments we feel fairly well 
convinced that the virus is transimt- 
ted in discharges from the nose and 
throat and gains entrance to the body 
through the lining of the nose or 
throat. In short, we have sufficient 
reason to place infantile paralysis in 
the already long list of respiratory in- 
fections, and in my Own personal judg- 
ment, though I have no expert know!- 
edge of the disease, the explanation 
for the endemic occurrence of infan- 
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they barter their finished products for 
our cotton and wheat because they can 
finish no products until they first se- 
cure raw materials. 

Until world debts and world cur- 
rencies are readjusted our foreign 
trade not only cannot be restored,, 
but will continue to dwindle and die. 

Our raw materials can only go 
abroad to be manufactured in Euro- 
pean mills on the toll system for the 
aceount of American producers.

“I demand general disarmament for 
all countries.” 

At the same time, the German sec- 
tion’ of the International has declared 
that they do not wish only the reduc- 
tion of armies and navies, but they 
demand the renunciation of all the 
means of death and destruction, to the 
end that war may be forever abolished. 

By these means the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and Free. 
dom. which has branches in nearly 
every country in Furope and in Ja- 
pan as, well, is seeking to exert ifs 
pressure upon the Washington confer- 
ence on disarmament to accomplish 
something specific towards the aboli- 
tion of war.

| Foresters Do a Fine Job 


(From The New York Herald.) 

The finest achievement a fire pre- 
vention ever accomplished in the 
United States has been the protec- 


tion of the six billion feet of hem- 
lock and spruce timber blown down 
in the Olympic Peninsula of Wash- 
ington by the terrific tornado of 
January 29. Recent heavy rains in 
the 1,000 square miles of the torna- 
do zone have rendered it possible 
to discontinue the work till spring, 
and the guardians may now take a 
breathing speel after their, labora. 


In this area was the greatest fire 
trap ever known. Private and pub- 
lic roads, trails and telephone lines 


were obliterated by the windstorm, 
and the fallen mass of timber con- 
stituted an inextricable tangle. The 
authorities were gravely alarmed 
lest some accident should ignite 
the debris and turn the whole re- 
gZion into a great furnace. Fallen 
timber is highly inflammable when 
dry, and it was certain that the 
flames would’ not only destroy the 
$12,500,000 worth of down timber 
but spread to other areas in the 
Olympic National forest, which has 
suffered a loss of one billion feet of 
timber through the tornado. Prop- 
erties of individuals, firms and cor. 
porations adjoining the devastated 
territory had also to be protected 


With admirable promptness the 
federal and state forestry establish- 
ed a field patrol by land and air. 


Congress and the Washington state 
legislature each voted $100,000 for 
a protective campaign, which was 
by far the most intensive ever con. 
ducted in this country. Inspec: 
tions were carried on by airplane 
and motor car, and reports were 
made at fifteen-minute intervals 
through periods of greatest hazard 


Ninety-five miles of new wires 
were installed. Porty-five men 
constituted the ground patrol, which 
made two complete inspections of 


the lower area and one of the high- 
er region daily. Lhe pilots of the 
Ninety-finst Aero squadron were on 
the job continuously. That noth- 
ing should be neglected to detect 
and extinguish fires the motor corps 
patrolled the region from Forks of 
Mora and from the Olympic high- 
way to Callam Day. Its members 
kept the fire fighting organizations 
informed by wireless of smudge. 
lightning bolts and other indica- 
tions of fire reported anywhere on 
the peninsula. 

During the summer guards were 
stationed on highways’ and trails 
into the tornado zone. All per- 
sons entering the area were com- 
pelled to register. Smoking was 
prohibited except at designated 
camp grounds. No camping or 
brush burning fires were allowed 
without a permit. 

For the suppression of fi near 
the highways three motor trucks, 
each equipped with a 580-gallon 
water tank, 1,200 feet of hose and 
a five-horsepower pump, were held 
in readiness at central points on the 
Olympic highway. Speed wagons 
with tanks of smaller capacity made 
two trips daily around the area. 
Only two minor fires occurred dur- 
ing the year, both of which were 
checked immediately by the rangers 
and foresters. 4 

Plans for the salvaging of some 
of the timber will be completed dur- 
ing the winter. The wark will 
necessitate building a railroad and 
the erection of several sawmills. 
The country cannot.afford to lose a

tile paralysis throughout the country 
in any and all seasons, among every 
grade and strata of the population, is 
not the fancied “carrier” activities of 
flies or other insects, but direct spray 
infection from persons coming down 
with the disease, or from those who 
have recently been in intimate cun- 
tact with patients in the acute stage 
of the disease. There is no reason 
to imagine that infantile paralysis is 
communicable in any way 'after’ the 
acute or feverish stage has passed, 
and only the weakened muscle groups 
show where the lightning has cruelly 
struck, 

We have a bad habit of exagzerat- 
ing things in a weak, emotional way 
in this country. Every disease that 
occurg in epidemic waves is referred 
to as “the dread disease.” Nothing 
dreadful about most diseases, though 
to be sure a parent, feels differently 
when a child is stricken. But this 
accursed disease, this cruel monster 
which strikes down a dearly beloved 
child and leaves the Jittle victim sv 
pitiably maimed, sometimes forever, 
is indeed a dread disease and fully 
warrants the coupling of the word 
inscrutable with the word provi- 
dence. 

The disease was first recognized in 
1840 by. Heine, of Connstadt, and 
called by him infantile spinal paraly- 
sis. In 1908 monkeys were success- 
fully inoculated with the disease by 
Landsteiner and Popper. About 1910 
Flexner and others in this country 
found that the virus was filtrable 
through unglazed porcelain filters and 
still virulent for monkeys (other 
animals seem immune). Rosenau 
found that the virus was transmitted 
from one monkey to another by the 
bite of the stable fly. In an animal 
or human being with the disease the 
virus seems to be concentrated in the 
spinal cord, particularly the gray 
matter projections toward the front— 
the anterior horns, wherefore the 
name anterior poliomyelitis, meaning 
inflammation of the anterior horns of 
gray matter. But the virus is pres- 
ent elsewhere than in the spinal cord. 
It is present also in lymph nodes or 
“glands” of the intestines, sometimes 
in the meningeal coverings of the 
brain and in the cerebrum itself, and 
often in the tonsils. Probably persons 
with diseased tonsils are more likely 
to become carriers of the virus of 
infantile paralysis than persons with 
healthy throats, when in contact with 
one ill of the disease or coming down 
with it.

If it 
persisis more than six months or 
proves very troublesome, let the sur- 
geon have a fling at it. 

Baby on His Toes.

Answer—Never fear harmful con- 
sequences if the baby tries stunts on 
his own iniliative.

OWES KLAN NOTHING, 
SAYS HARRY TERRELL 


Declaring that instead of being in- 
debted to the Ku Klux Klan in his 
accounts with that order, as charged 
by Edward Young Clarke, imperial 
kleagle, the organization owes him 
money, Harry B. Terrell, grand goblin 
of the Great Lakes domain, gave out 
a statement Sunday saying he needs 
the funds and is anxious for a set- 
tlement. 

“I don’t owe Clarke or the klan 
anything,” asserted the goblin. “When 
an accounting has been had they’ll 
owe me money. I am anxious to havé 
them settle with me because I need 


the funds. I have heretofore invited 
and now invite E. ¥. Clarke to go to 
Chicago and to Washington in order 
that I can obtain a settlement. 

“I bave agreed to only one thing, 
and that is to meet E. Y. Clarke any- 
where, any time, to talk settlement. 

“I proposed to turn over to Clarke 
anything of his which might be in 
my actual or constructive possession, 
when and if he paid me what is due 


me. 

Terrell was granted Saturday by 
Judge John T. Pendleton a temporary 
injunction restraining Clarke from 
pursuing bail  trover proceedings 
against him filed by the imperial 
kleagle. The injunction was granted 
after Terrell had instituted suit for

Atlanta, December 3.—The “much 
ado” about the “night shirt parade” 
of the Georgia Tech students on 
Thanksgiving night, following the vic- 
torious game with Auburn, and the 
criticism which followed publication 
of a news story of that event, after 
declaration by representatives of the 
great state institution that Tech had 
been done a grave injustice and was 
sorely hurt, has been carefully inves- 
tigated with the result that at most 
there was in it nothing more than as 
is practiced in any college town, and 
practically everything was done by the 
students upon permission. 

It appears clearly established upon 
investigation that the ribaldry on the 
streets was not produced by Tech stu- 
dents but rather was the outcome of 
that common collection of a crowd 
which attends affairs of this kind and 
in which there is not uncommonly a 
vast presumption on the part of the 
“bystander” or-spectator. 

The use of a placard in the parade 
is an incident which has considerable 
precedent, and it is found that 
was removed by upperclassmen of the 
institution immediately they discov- 
ered its use. 

The congestion of traffic and the 
collecting of a crowd of restive people 
at a point near the Piedmont hotel 
was an incident of the parade of the 
college students down Peachtree street 
which the chief of police describes as 
follows: “Street car traffic was block- 
ed for less than ten minutes, and that 
is customary whenever great crowds 
congregate in our downtown section.” 
The later continuation of an unusual 
crowd in that vicinity, it was found, 
was not of Tech students, but visitors 
to the city who had evidently come 
here on account of the football game 
and among whom there were personal 
exchanges which have been credited 
to Tech boys, but which in reality ‘the 
students of that institution had no 
part, a8 1s an undoubted fact in re- 
spect to any damage done anywhere. 
Indeed, investigation establishes the 
fact that, following their parade, the

|New Record for Building Set in Atlanta | 


According to statistics in the city building inspector’s office, a new 
record was set in November for building activity. 

Business has increased in volume approximately 30 per cent, as 
shown by the records. Permits issued during the first eleven months 
equaled 3,604 in number, while for the first eleven months in 1920, 
only 2,498 permits were granted. During the year the amount of build- 
ing placed under construction amounted to a total of $10,666,220, which 
is considered better than last year’s record of $13,000,000, considering 
the drop of 30 per cent in cost of all building material. 

Home building has proven to be the predominating class of con- 


struction for the year 1921. 


Upward of 1,200 homes have been begun 


this year, a substantial increase over the number started in any year 


since 1910. 


It will take only 118 building permits in December to make 
1921 the banner home-building year. 


| No Boom But Coming Back to Normal Soon | 


Progress toward normal conditions throughout the country has 
been continuous during November, despite a relative “slowing down” as 
compared with the previous two months, the federal reserve board 
said in its monthly business and financial review, issued a few days 


ago in Washington. 


“On the whole,” the board said, “the best opinion now looks to a 
steady, even, if locally interrupted, program back to normal conditions, 
although no immediate or sudden expansion or boom {is in sight.” 

During the past month, the board declared, improvement in busi- 


ness conditions was not so pronounced. For the time being, it was 
explained, the peak of demand has been reached and passed while 
uncertainty regarding prices of staples, particularly cotton, has inter- 


fered with trade buying. 


“The legal situation of trade and industry,” the board said, “is un- 
mistakably more hopeful and is improving as steadily as can be ex- 


pected, in view of the slowness of economic progress in other parts of 
the world, particularly in western Europe.”

Cotton Market Gossip 


New Orleans, December 4.—After 
advances of 34 to 53 points in the 
early part of this last week the cot- 
ton market commenced to fall off and 
toward the end it stood 46 to 59 points 
under the close of the preceding week. 
The net results were declines of 11 
to 19 points. January traded as high 
as 17.37, as low as 16.25 and closed 
at 16.65 cents a pound. In the spot 
department middling lost 50 points on 
the week, closing at 46.75 against 
15.25 a year ago. 


The main reasons for the selling 
movement were the absence of any 
special activity in the spot depart- 
ment and the return ‘to somewhat 
higher crop estimates. Traders talked 
freely about a crop of anywhere from

1925 World’s 


Fair for City 


Boosted by Leading Men 


MEET IN JANUARY. 

Plans are being made to hold a 
meeting of citizens who have 
pledged themselves to do everything 
within their power to further plans 
for a world’s fair in Atlanta in 
1925, early next January, the meet- 
ing to be held probably in the Au- 
ditorium., The time and place will 
be decided upon by a committee 
on arrangements, according to M. 
D. Gleason, acting secretary of the 
world’s fair committee. 


Numerous reasons why a world’s 
fair for Atlanta in 1925 is desirable 
were given in a statement issued Sun- 
day by M. D. Gleason, acting secre- 
tary of the world’s fair committee, 
Mr. Gleason submitted to The Consti- 
tution a group of about 150 names of 
people prominent in Atlanta and Geor- 
gia, whom he stated had heartily in- 
dorsed the fair. 

It was declared in the statement 
th&® “as ten years will have elapsed 
since the last world’s exposition, our 
country and its people will be ready 
fo appreciate and patronize a world's 
air.” It is stated that “no one en- 
terprise or project will do as much to 
advertise favorably the whole south as 
a world fair held in Atlanta in 1925.” 
It is nointed out that “the exposition 
of 1881 and the exposition of 1895 
were directly and indirectly respon- 
sible for the coming of many people 
to Atlanta, and who have since made 
it their home.” 

Reasons for Fair. 

The Exposition mills, it is set forth. 
“are Atlanta’s gain and a substantiai 
monument to the promoters of the 
Exposition fair of 1881. But Atlanta 
was not alone in profiting by that 
exposition, for as a direct result of the 
great fair, many mills were built all 
over the south. To the exposition 
held at Piedmont park in 1895 is at- 
tributed the first reasgn why so many 
large corporations selected Atlanta 
as their southeastern headquarters. 

“A large machinery exhibit of re- 
volving wheels making their finishea 
products on the grounds,” the state- 
ment continues, “is already assured 
by several large concerns. The great 
advantage that will be gained by these 
concerns in new business and adver- 
tising will many times pay for the 
small outlay of space to install their 
machinery.
